510.  FREDERICK  I BARBAROSSA  (ca.  1123-1190) 

Frederick  I Barbarossa  (Redbeard)  was  one  of  the  most  famous  and  im- 
portant Medieval  rulers.  Hereditary  Duke  of  Swabia,  Frederick  was  elected 
Holy  Roman  Emperor  in  a time  of  extreme  conflict  and  division  in  both 
Germany  and  Italy.  Vigorous  action  led  to  the  revival  of  imperial  power  in 
Germany,  and  his  reign  was  everafter  remembered  as  a golden  age.  Even 
now  the  legend  persists  that  Frederick  Barbarossa  sits  in  a cavern  in  the 
Thuringian  mountains  awaiting  until  the  need  of  the  country  shall  call  him  forth. 

The  situation  in  Italy,  however,  was  less  happy.  There,  despite  five  military 
expeditions  over  the  course  of  nearly  thirty  years,  Frederick  was  unable  to 
achieve  lasting  victories  in  his  conflicts  with  the  Pope  and  the  Italian  cities. 
These  wars  came  to  a conclusion  when  Philip  of  Heinsberg,  Archbishop  of 
Cologne,  led  a revolt  in  Germany  at  the  instigation  of  the  Pope.  A settlement 
was  reached:  Philip  of  Heinsberg  ended  his  revolt,  and  Frederick  joined  the 
Third  Crusade.  Crossing  a Roman  bridge  near  the  ancient  city  of  Seleucia  in 
Cilicia,  Barbarossa  fell  from  his  horse  and  drowned.  His  army  fell  apart 
disasterously  after  his  death  and  few  of  his  men  ever  reached  home. 

We  offer  silver  pennies  of  Frederick  I Barbarossa,  Philip  of  Heinsberg  and 
Bertram,  Bishop  of  Metz,  from  a hoard  discovered  in  Cilicia,  only  a short 
distance  from  the  place  of  Frederick's  death.  Composed  chiefly  of  German 
silver  issues,  the  horad  appears  to  have  been  the  personal  treasury  of  one  of 
Frederick's  noble  supporters  or  a portion  of  the  imperial  treasury  itself.  These 
specimens  show  little  wear,  but  - as  typical  for  these  thin  coins  - show  areas  of 
weak  striking.
